Commander Peary Arrives in Sydney 


on the Roosevelt and Receives a 


Nova Scotian Welcome. 


Amid a tumultuous demonstration which took on the magnitude of a 


public ovation, Dr. Frederick A. Cook, the American, explorer who first 
announced the conquest of the north pole, was welcomed back to his na- 
tive country today. 


Almost at the same hour Commander Robert E. Peary, whose an- 


nouncement o£ reaching (.lie pole was coupled with the claim of being 
the only white man to reach there, sailed into the harbor of Sydney, N. S., 
amid another enthisastic welcome in which the public dignitaries of Nova 
Scotia joined in giving official as well as public recognition to tlie return 
of-sthe explorer. 


Dr. Cook's arrival at New York went, through progressive stages of 


\enthuslasm as he moved from the lower bay to quarantine, thence to the 
tug to greet his wife aud children, then to the steamer Grand Republic 
freighted with upward of a thousand enthsiastic friends and champions of 
the explorer, and finally as he set foot on his native soil of Brooklyn and 
passed through cheering throngs and flower arched streets to his home at 
~&i\shwick avenue. 


' Everywhere he was met with the same clamorous shouts and demon- 


strative approval which swept aside any dissenting note if It existed. 
Dr. 


Cook bore his honors calmly and with dignity, smiling upon the crowds, 
bowing acknowledgment to th eoft-repeated cheers, and grasping the out- 
stretched hands of friends and strangers. 
Meantime at Sydney honors 


were showered upon Peary with lavish hand. The lieutenant governor of 
the province with the mayor and aldermen of tho city and 2,000 school 
girls bearing American and Canadian flags, united in the demonstration of 
enthusiasm.

Dr. Cook signalized his landing by reiterating his reply to the chal- 


lenge of Peary and his determination to submit his proofs to the univers- 
ity of Copenhagen and the scientific bodies' o£ the world. 
Commander 


Peary has as yet refrained from adding new phases' to the polar contro- 
versy.

Why Details Are Withheld. 


Asked for wJiat reason he did not 


immediately give full details of his 
achievement, Dr. Cook said: 


THE STORY OF PEARY. 


"I have given to' the public a con- 


cise, account of my journey similar to 
that always given by explorers on their 
return from a journey of exploration. 
For the present no other details are 
necessary, and, as a matter' of fact, no 
other specific evidences of my claim 
have been called for from any side. It 
has never been customary hitherto for 
explorers to make their 
full records 


public in such haste. As a rule sci- 
entific societies are not remarkable for 
their rapidity in coming to. conclusions, 
and they are usually content to. wait 
until complete data are compiled." -

Recognition by Denmark. 


'In regard-to the full recognition ot 


his feat by Denmark, Dr. Cook re-

Sydney, N. B., Sept. 21.—Command- 


er Robert E. Peary returned to Sydney 
today on board the steamer Roosevelt. 
The explorer's wife was- the' first one 
to greet him. As the Roosevelt, after 
an absence of over one year, steamed 
into Sydney harbor under a brilliant 
sky, the explorer and his ship were 
given a hearty welcome from the as- 
sembled shipping. 


At an early hour when the Roosevelt 


was still edging her way along the 
Cape Breton coast the steam 
yacht 


Sheelah, owned by James. Ross, presi- 
dent of the Dominion Coal company, 
put to sea, carrying Mrs. Robert' Peary,' 
her daughter, Miss Marie Peary; little 
Robert E. Peary, jr., and a party of 
friends. 
The meeting between Peary 


and his wife took place some ten miles 
north of Lowpoint, the entrance to the 
harbor. The Sheelah ran alongside the 
Roosevelt and Mrs. Peary 
called a 


greeting to her husband from her po- 
sition at the yacht's rail, while the 
members of the welcoming party and 
the crews of both vessels cheered lus- 
tily.- The Roosevelt and the Sheelah 
then continued on their courses to- 
gether for Sydney. 


Peary Met. by His Family. 


As the 
Sheelah 
drew along tho 


Roosevelt outside a sailor on the yacht 
hailed the arctic ship. In reply Com- 
mander Peary carne to the rail and 
was greatly surprised when he per- 
ceived his wife and children waving 
their greetings. In reply the explorer 
waved his slouch hat and 
called to 


them to come on board. .A few words 
of welcome were exchanged while the 
boat was being lowered. Mrs. Peary, 
Miss Peary and the little boy, accom- 
panied by Col. Borup, then went over 
the side of the Sheelah, took 
their 


places in a small boat and were rowed 
over to the Roosevelt. Mrs. Peary and 
the children were assisted up the side 
of the Roosevelt and made their way 
across the deck to greet the husband 
anfl father In private.

where Mr. Bryan was nominated for 
the presidency last year, he probably 
will make known in the.fullest detail 
his views 'on conservation of the coun- 
try's natural resources. 
The president 


has saved this speech until 
entering 


the-edge of that vast territory which 
depends largely upon irrigation 
and 


reclamation projects for its 
agricul- 


tural prosperity. 


The speech that the president is. ex- 


pected to'make tonight Is 'really the 
last of the big speeches that he set out 
to make. In Boston, a great center of 
wealth, he spoke, on finance and the 
need of monetary reform. In Chicago 
a stronghold of organized labor, he de- 
tailed a new high position with regard 
to unionism and the issuance of in 
junctions in labor troubles. 


In Winona, Minn., the home of the 


congressional "insurgents," the presi- 
dent boldly said what he had to sa^ 
with regard to the tariff and declared 
that those of the republicans who voter 
against the Payne-Aldrich 
bill had 


abandoned their party. At Des Moines, 
Iowa, Mr. Taft went at. length into the 
subject of needed amendments to the 
interstate commerce act and anti-trust 
Jaws. 


Lastly, the question of 
conserving

ver out has been deeply stirred over 
this question and the president's state- 
ment of his 
views' are

Had a Peaceful Close. 


After haltling against death with 


determined 
resistance 
for almost a 


week Governor Johnson's life had 
a. 


peaceful ending. 


Grouped about his bedside when the 


end came was Mrs. Johnson. Miss Sul- 
livan, her personal friend, the attend- 
ing physicians iiml two nurses. 
The 


last tiling Governor Johnson did he- 
fore lapsing inlo unconsciousness one 
and a halt hours before his death, was 
to take his wife affectionately by the 
hand and weakly whisper: 


"Well, Nora, I made a. good fight, 


hut I guess I've got to KO." Then as 
the last gleam of Intelligence began to 
flicker he pressed her hand gently to 
his check in n. parting caress. 


At a conference later in the day at 


Rochester in which Frank 
A. Day, 


Fred B, Lynch and Fred Johnson, the 
governor's 
brother, 
participated, 
it 


was arranged to take the body to St. 
Paul on a special train this afternoon. 
The body will lie In state all day. to- 
morrow in the state eapitol 


The funeral will be held Thursday 


afternoon at St. Peter from the Pres- 
byterian church. Governor Johnson's 
body will be buried beside his mother. 


GOVERNOR JOHNSON'S CAREER. 


New York, Sept. .21.—Dr. Cook gave ] 


out the following signed statement to- 
day: 


"On board the Oscar n. 
After one 


of the most delightful trips ot -my 
life across the Atlantic. I am indeed 
glad once more to see the shores of 
rny native land. 
I have come_ from 


the pole. I have brought my story 
and my data with me. The public 
has already a tangible ana a specific 
record of the trip. 
In a very short 


time, the narrative, with all the ob- 
servations, 
will he published 
and 


placed before tho world for examina- 
tion. It is as easy for you as for me 
to understand why I cannot on the 
Impulse of the moment, read oft a 
manuscript which covers the work ot 
two years. As 1 have said upon sev- 
eral occasion, all the charges, accusa- 
tions and expressions of disbelief arc 
based upon entire ignorance of the 
supplementary data, which I possess. 
No one who has spoken or written on 
the subject in opposition to my cla'm 
knows of tho facts with which such 
work of exploration is measured. AH 
of the criticisms have been based tip- 
or obvious errors In the reproduction 
of my first dispatch or upon the dis- 
cussions of petty side Issues presented 
,T unfair critic*. -

"The expedition 
was 
private. - I 


started out without the usual public- 
ity bomb. Mr. John R. .Bradley fur- 
nished the money and I shaped the 
destiny of the venture. For the time 
being it can concern us only, but the 
results were so Important that on re- 
turning I at once placed before the 
public a report containing the main 
outline of the work. 


"I have not come home to enter into 


arguments with one man or with fifty 
men, but I am here to present a clear 
record of a piece o£ work over which 
I have a right to display a certain

pride. 
When scientists 


study the- detailed observations and 
the narrative in its consecutive or- 
der, a am certain that In the due 
course of events all will be compelled 
to admit the truth of my statement. 


"I am perfectly willing to abide by 


the final verdict 
of 
this record by 


competent judges. That must be* the 
last word In the discussion and that 
alone can satisfy me and the public, 


"Furthermore, not only will my re- 


pnrt be before you in Mack and white, 
but T will.also bring to America hu- 
man witness to prove that I have 
been, to the pole.

First Native Minnesotan to Be Chosen 


Governor of the State. 


Nashville. Tenn., Sept. 21.—The gulf 


hurricane struck Nashville about noon 
today the wind reaching a velocity o£ 
fifty-five 'miles per hour.' A man was 
blown from his buggy in the heart o£ 
'the' shopping district. 
No fatalities 


have been reported. Wires are pros- 
trated in every direction. 


Louisville, Ivy., Sept. 21.—The hur- 


ricane which late yesterday wlu'pped 
its way through the Gulf o£ Mexico, 
doing great 
property 
damage 
and 


causing some loss of life, was central 
at 7 o'clock this morning at Corinth. 
Jliss.. and rapidly speeding toward the 
Ohio valley and the great lakes, ac- 
cording to ^advices to the weather 
bureau'here. At Corinth the barome- 
ter, registered 25.94, which is very low, 
causing' whids - ranging 
in velocity 


from 40 to 48 miles per hour, with an 
accompaniment of heavy rains. 
The 


progress of this storm is easily appar- 
ent when It is known that the hurri- 
cane which was in full force at New 
Orleans at 
7 o'clock last 
night is 


twelve hours later, central at Corinth. 
Mass.. Just a few miles from the Ten- 
nessee line. District Forecaster Waltz 
says the storm is headed directly for 
the Ohio valley and that It shows no 
indications of decreasing in energy. 
The storm was felt at Nashville, 
Tenn.. at half-past n this morning. 


St. Paul, Minn-., Sept. 21.—John A. 


Johnson enjoyed the 
distinction of 


being the first native Minnesotan to 
be chosen governor of the state and 
of that distinction he was prouder than 
of any other feature of his career. 
He 


felt more pride in that than he did in 
the fact that he educated and pre- 
pared himself for that capacity while 
toiling to support a widowed mother. 


Governor Johnson was born near 


St Peters forty.-eight years ago. His 
parents were natives of Sweden. The 
father 
was a blacksmith, and for a 


number of years he conducted his bus- 
iness on a farm which he had near St. 
Peters. It was on this farm that the 
future governor was born. About the 
time of the Indian troubles which oc- 
curred in that neighborhood during the 
civil war the Johnsons moved from 
the farm to the village of St. Peter, 
where the father re-established 
his 


shop, but he failed to prosper in town 
and died, leaving his family in pov- 
erty. 


Worked in Store at Age of 13. 


John had then reached Uie age of 


thirteen years. His first position was 
In a grocery store, where he worked 
two years, then he obtained a better 
place in a drugstore, where he earned 
enough to support his mother as well 
as himself. 


In the meantime he had formed the 


reading habit and managed to obtain 
a good education. He was always 
more 
of a student than a. business 


man. Ho studied not only books, but 
men, and for the latter 
he showed 


special aptitude. 


He became editor and part owner of 


the St. Peters Herald. By nature 
genial, broad-minded and 
a 
fluent 


talker, ready Of wit and possessed of 
a kindly sense of humor, his paper 


was always popular and he was al- 
ways in demand as a speaker at pub- 
lic meetings. 


Embarks in Politics. 


Ills first venture In politics resulted 


in a defeat. It was in 1S94 just after 
he had wooed and won Miss Elinore 
M. Preston, a young teacher, and they 
had pHinhllshPi] a home in St. Peters, 
that he was nominated for state sen- 
ator. 


In 1S9S ho was again nominated by 


the democrats for the senate and was 
elected. He made a tine record In that 
body. He mad^ some enemies among 
the members of his own party when, 
he warmly defended the American sol- 
diers in the Philippines and tho con- 
duct of the 
national 
administration 


when the administration was assailed 
by the democrats. 


Rut if he lost some democratic sup- 


port be kalnod more from the repub- 
licans and when in 1904 the republican 
party was rent in twain by quarrels 
among the leaders and Johnson was 
nominated for governor by the demo- 
cratic state convention against R. C. 
Dunn, of Princeton, the republican 
nominee. Johnson was elected. Every 
day of Johnson's administration added 
to his popularity and two years later 
IK: was re-elected overwhelmingly. • 


Nominated a Third Time. 


Then it was proposed to nominate 


him for a third time. 
The governor 


declared that he would not be a can- 
didate and did not even attend the 
democratic state convention, but he 
was 
unanimously renominated and 


was again elected by a big majority. 


In the meantime Johnson's remark- 


able political record had become known 
far and wide throughout tho country. 
The people of other sta.tes wanted to 
see htm. He was in 
demand as -a 


speaker at political 
gatherings 
and 


chautauqua assemblies everywhere. He 
responded to some of these demands 
and with every appearance his popu- 
larity increased until many 
of 
the 


democratic leaders strongly advocated 
his nomination for 
president 
of the 


United States. The friends o£: W. J. 
Bryan had the organization and Bryan 
was nominated. This -did- not dampen 
the ardor of Johnson's friends and the 
talk of-his nomination for president 
was stronger than ever during the last 
year-

Governor John A.. Johnson had been 
operated on twice before by'the Drs. 
Mayo, first for the removal of ulcers 
from the stomach and afterward for 
an abscess of the bowels. Both opera- 
tions were acute, prolonged cases, and 
the governor was in a serious condi- 
tion each time. .There had been ob- 
structions of the bowels in each In- 
stance, but at the second operation the 
appendix was removed. After the sec- 
ond operation Governor Johnson en- 
joved fairly good health, 
but 
had 


spells of indigestion, which later de- 
veloped into attacKs of obstruction ot 
the bowels. These attacks came on 
mostly during the last two years and 
were increasing in frequency. 


About two months ago Governor 


Johnson suffered a severe attack 'at 
his home in St. Paul. 
It was seen 


then that an operation was inevitable, 
but lie had set his mind upon doing 
certain things already planned, visit- 
ing the Seattle fair for one. Upon his 
return be made up his mind that ho 
would have tho operaton

Will Attempt to Bring Eskimos. 


In connection with the

that Ahlwelah and Etuklshuk should 
be brought to America, Dr. Cook said: 


"The arrival in America of the Es- 


kimos who went with me to the pole 
depends entirely upon the possibility 
of obtaining a vessel to bring them 
this year. Every effort has been made 
to secure one and if at all possible 
they will be In New York this year. 
That they will come Is certain and I 
Intend to give them a. year In Amer- 
ica. They will be open to any kind of 
examination and will be ready to re- 
ply to any questions.

While husband and wife greeted each 
other absolute silence prevailed among 
the on-lookers. Then Dr. 'Cook broke 
the silence. "Where are the children?"

ed save lor a very small headstone," 
says S. S. Kclker. who returned a 
short time ago from a visit In Wash- 
ington. "I recall that a few years ago 
Fort Wayne began the work of raising 
a fund for a Lawton monument in this 
city, but It was never carried to a 
consummation. 
Would It not be a 


graceful thing for General Lawton's. 
homo city to utilize this money, with 
as much more as may be necessary, 
and place a suitable monument In 
Arlington cemetery above the.grave of 
Its most distinguished soldier?" con- 
tinued Mr. Kelker. 


Mr. Kelker expressed the belief that 


a large majority of the veteran sol- 
diers in Fort Wayne would be more 
than willing to see this done, and he 
believes that It Is a matter which 
should enlist the active Interest of 


Fort Wayne people. Mr. Kelker vis- 
ited Arlington In search of General, 
La-wton's grave, and found only a very' 
inconsequential headstone to 
mark 


th« spot where his remains were In- 
terred after the long Journey home 
from the Philippines, where General 
Lawton met his death at tha head o£ 
his command. 


The local Lawton monument fund, 


amounting to something like $600, has 
been on Interest since the movement 
for a monument in Fort Wayne lost 
its momentum a. few years ago. John 
W. White is at the head of th« com- 
mittee which is custodian of the fund.

complained about it at home I re- 
ceived a more severe punishment at 
home," said Judge Shattuck in his de- 
cision. 


"The only point-involved in the case 


is the proper conduct of the schools 
of this city," continued the judge. "It 
is the duty of all good citizens, to up- 
hold the school board.
